T? E Y were Hebrew Midwives, but &gyptian Women. For 
Pharaoh that 1n'an ungodly Counſel! had deviſed and conclu- 
ded upon all wa es, whereby to keepe the Iſraelites under, would 
not in ſuch adeſigne as this, uſe 1ſraclitiſh women, who he knew 
vere parties in the cauſe againſt him, but he intruſteth ic with 
women of his owne Nation, They are named for their, honour, as 
Mark, 14.9. that whereſoever the Goſpel or the Dofrine of $al-. 
ration ſhould be preached, . this. faith and fa&of theirs ſhould be 
NE in memoriall of them, trap and. allaibiidyes ($3 
The Midwives faid unto Pharaoh, Becauſe the Hebr ew women arc 
not as the Egyptian women, for they are lively, &c.

And o farr 
are they from being a lye, that they are ſo glorious a confeſlion of

And'the things, they ſpake of, . ſo farre from falle,, that, they 
were moſt admirably and miraculouſly true and really done. : The 
ſaw in very deede the immediate hand and helpe of God, plainely 
and really-ſhewed to the Hebrew women in their labour, and 
that whereas'other women naturally im that caſe are weake, fain- 
ting,' and long in paine, theſe were fron; , lively, and. ſoone 
delivered. 'For as the '{trehgth ofthe. promiſe ſhewed it felfe in 
the Males of 1/rael, in that, the more they were preſſed under 
ſervitude, & aMiRed, the more were they able for generation, veſ. 
2. A&.7.17.S0 did the ſtrength of the' Promiſe ſhow it ſelfe upon 
the' women, \ in'that they were delivered of their children with a ſu- 
pernatural and extraordinary eaſe & quickneſs : Therfore the Mid- 
wives boldly ſtand out to Pharaoh, to the venture. of a Martyrdom, 
and plainly tell him ,” that fincethey were not intravel as other wo- 
men, bnt lively, and ſtrong, and had ſoon done,it.could be nothing 
but che imimediate hand of God with chem, which hand they reſolved 
they will not oppoſe for-all his command, leſt they ſhould be found- 
ro Fehr againſt God. For this confeſſion ſo reſolutely & gloriouſly 
made before Pharaoh,and for their fat anſwerable , God made them 
houſes, becauſe they feared him, verſ.21. that is, married them

M OSES was borne when his'mother by the courſe of nature 


was paſt Spray M For if Lev: begat Fochebedat an 
hundred yeersold;,- which is ardly to be conceived, as Gen.17.17. 
yet is ochebed within two of fourſcore when ſhe bare Loſes. But 
1rwas more then probable thar ſhe was borne long before Levi was 
anhofidred, unleſſewe will have Lev? to be above halfe a hundred 
yeares childleſſe, betwixt the birth of Merars and Fochebed : And 
thus the birth of Moſes was one degree more miraculous, then the 
miraculous and ſupernaturall birth of the other children of the He- 
brew Women, and ſo was his brother Aarons not much leſſe won-

drous. She then having a goodly child, at ſo great an age, ſaw 
the ſpecial hand of God in it, and therefore labqurs his preſervation 
again{t Pharaobs. decree : for by Faith ſhe knew he would be pre= 
ſerved for ſome ſpeciall inſtrument -of Gods. glory, but the man- 
ner of his preſervation ſhe knew nor yer.

| Onr Savieurs allegation of Exed.z3.6. in Luk.20.37. cleared. 


M OSE Sin Matar, under the retiredneſſe of a Paſtoral 
life, giveth himſelfe unto contemplation of divine things, .in 
one of thoſe raptures, God himſelf appeareth viſibly to him in- 
deed, andthatina flaming fire, now heis about to perform the 
promiſe, as he appeared to Abraham when he made it: andit 
came to paſſe, when the Sun went down, and it was dark, behold a 
ſmoaking furnace, anda burning Lampe that paſſed between thoſe 
peeces, In the ſame day the Lord made a Covenant with Abraham, 
Gen. 13.17,18. 

The words which Chriſt here uſeth to Ao/es in the buſh, he 
urgeth againe to the Jewes, whereby to evince the Reſurre&ion, 
Luke 20. 37. And that the dead are raiſed, even Moſes ſhewed 
at the buſh, when he calleth the Lord, the God of Abraham, the 
God of Iſaac, and the God of Farob, for he is not a God af the dead 
but of the living : which words indeed doe inferre the reſurre&tion 
as they lie in themſelves, but farre more ny, if they be laidto, 
and compared with the Jewes own doctrine and poſition. 

Kabbi Simeon Ben fochai ſaith, the holy bleſſed God nameth 
not his name on the righteous in their life, but after their death, 
as it is ſaid, to the Saints that are inthe earth, Pſal.16.3, When 
are they Saints ? when they ave laidin the earth: For all the dayes 
that they live, the holy bleſſed God joyneth net his name to them : 
* And why ? becauſe the holy bleſſed God truſteth them, not that evill 
aff cftions will not make them to erre;, but when they be dead, the 
holy bleſſed God nameth his name upon them : But behold we 
find that he nameth his name on Iſaac the righteous whilſt he liv- 
eth, for ſo he ſaith to Tacob, T am the Lord God of Abrahamthy fa- 
ther, and the God of Iſaac. Rabbi Barachiah , and onr Dottors <

T he power of Miracles, Habbak. 3. 2. & Acts 19.2. explained. 


p fs gift of Prophecie or Foretelling things to come had beene 

in the Church ſince the fall of Adam, and now are Miracles ad- 

ded becauſe of unbeliefe : For obſerve that when ALoſes faith, Be- 

hold they will not beleeve, the Lord immediatly anſwer, What is 

that in thine hand? This double facultie being given hereto Moſes i 
the firſt Prophet of the Church of 7/-ac/, it alſo deſcended roa * 

| | ſucceſſion of Prophets in that Congregation from time to time. 

But with this excellent giftit was alſo given Aoſes himſelf to know, 

and ſo likewiſe them thar did fucceed, that they had this double po- | 

wer not from themſelves, but from another : ZZoſes his ſtammering . | 
tongue taught himſelfe and them {o much for Prophecie, and his 

leprous hand taught ſo much for Miracles. This ſucceſlion of Pro- 

phets began from Samwxel and ended in the death of Chriſt, Atts 

3.24. Not that there were not Prophets betwixt Moſes and Sa- 

muel, but becauſe they were not expreſſed by name, asalfo becauſe 

viſion in that ſpace of time was exceeding rare, 1 Sam.3.1. 

Now from the beginning of the rule of Samuel to the beginning 

of the captivitie in Babel, were four hundred & ninetie years; and 

from the end of that captivitie to the end of Chriſtslife upon earth, 

were foure hundred and ninetie years more. The ſeventie years 

of caprtivitie between, which were the ſeventh part of either of 

theſe two Numbers, thart lay on either fide, are called by Habbak- 

knk,, The middeſt of yeares, namely from the beginning of Pro- 

phecie in Samrcl to the ſealing of Prophecy in the death of Chriſt. 

Revive thy work in the midſt. of the yeares, in the midſt of the yeares 

make known. Then was it juſtly to be feared that the ſpirit of pro- 

phecy would quite have ceaſed from 1/racl when they were captt- 

ved amons the heathen. This made the Propher to pray ſo earneft- 

ly, that God would preſerve alive, or revive his work of Mira- 

clcs 1n the middeſt of yeares, and in thoſe times of captivitie, that

he would make known things to come by that ft of prophecy. 
And he'was heard ih what he prayed for, and hisſupplication took 
effe&, in the moſt Prophetick and powerful Spirit of Daniel. 

| TheJews had an old maxim, that after the death of Zacharie, 
Malachi and thoſe laſt Prophets # he Spirit of.God departed from 1/- 
racl and. went up. 'So that from- thenceforward, predi&ion of fu- 
ture things and working of -miracles were rarities among them. 
To this aimed the anſwer of thofe holy ones, As 19.2. we have 
not ſo much as heard whether there be any holy Ghoſt. Not'thatthey 
doubted of ſuch-a perſon'in the Trinitie, but that whereas they had 
learned in- their Schools, that the holy Ghoſt departed away after 
the death of Malacki, they-had never 'yetheard,” whether he was 
reſtoted againe in his-gifts of prophecy and Miracles tillnow or no. 
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T he two firſt Miracles, Exod. 4.

claimeany power of theDevill in theſs wonders whictyhe 

wast0 work, which power onely the Magicianswrought by + For

Revel.1 2.9. .S0:wasit aligne ithat AToſes dil not theſe Miractesby 

the 'power of the Devill, but had a potrer over 'and beyond him, 
when he can thus deal with the Serpent athis pleaſure, asto make 

his rod aSerpent, and'theSerpent'a rodas hee feeth good. 

Yet is © worth the'6bſerving; -that-he is commanded to-tabz-it 

by the tail, wirſ.'g.'for'to meddle with the Serpents head belonged

3.. Both of theſe Miracles which were the, firſt that weredoneby 
any Prophet in the world, did more ſpecially refer tothe Mira- 
cles of that great Prophet that ſhould come intothe world, by 

whoſe power theſe Miracles were done by Moſes at this time. For 
as it belonged to him onely to caſt ourt:the power of the De- 
- vil out of the Soule, and to heal the Soule of the Leprofie' of 
ſin; ſo was it reſerved for him firſt, to, caſt out the Devil out 
of the body, and to heale the leprofie ofthe body. For though 
the Prophets from Moſes to Chriſt had. the gitt of doing Miracles, 
and performed wonders many of them in an high degree, yet could 
never any of them or any other caſt out a. Devil or healea Leper 
till, che great Prophet came. E1:/ha indeed direQted Naaman how 
he ſhould be healed, but he neither touched him nor came out to 
himat all, that he might ſhew that it was not his power, but ſuch 
cures were reſetved for Chriſt to come.

| SECT. VIIT. 
Moſes in danger 'of death, becauſe of diſtruſt. Exod. 4. 24. 


®©FH E fault of Moſes that brought him into- this-danger, was 
& not the uncircumcifion of his Sonne, as it is' commonly held, 
for that hadbeene diſpenſable-withall in him, /as it was with thou- 
ſands afterwards of-the Iſraelites in -the wilderneſſe, but his fault - 
was grievous diffidence and diſtruſt. For this is that that makes him 
ſo.much.ſp off , and ſo.carneſtly.to decline {qglorious and honour- 
able a meſſage as the Lord would ſend him on,and this was that that 
brought him into this danger of death, when-he waseven going on 
this meſſage. Obſervethtrefore his! eyaſions, aloe they ſound 
exceeding hollow: and empty of-beliefe;! Firſt,: Who: az ithat 7 
ſrould go to Pharach ? cap 3.11. This the Lord anſwereth, I will 
be-with thee, and this my appearing to thee may be an;undoubted 
token to thee that 1 have ſent thee, verſe. 1:2, Secondly, But who 
ſtall T ſay hath ſent me.? for forty yeares agoe, they refuſed me, 
ſaying, who made thee a Prince anda, Ruler oven us ? cap.4-1. This 
ſcruple the Lord removeth by giving.him the power of miracles. . 
Thirdly, But I amnot eloquent, neither heretofore, nor ſince thou 
haſt ſpoken- to me, for though I niay work-:miracles upon-others, 
yet is not this wrought upon my ſelfe, that I ſpeake any whu better 
then] did before. This receiveth this anſwer, 1 will be with thy

' Fourthly, Bat I pray thee ſend by that hand that thog wilt ſend or 
ſtretch out, verl.13. for thou ſaideſt to me Iwill trerch out mine 
hand, and ſmite Agypt, &c.

Now itis time for Moſes to ſet for Egypt when he ſeeth God an- 


ory at his exculing : he doth ſo, but he taketh his diffidence along 
with him, in that he taketh his wife and children with him. One 
would think that had beenea ſpeciall piece of charity, but it he- 
ing lookedinto, wall prove a ſpecial piece of diſtruſt... 

For when God appeareth to him, at the very firſt, hegiveth 
him aſſurance of the peoples delivery, and that they ſhould come 
;n their journeyes to that very place, When thow haſt broughtthe 
people forth out of &ygypt ye ſhall ſerveGod upon this mountaine.Chap. 
3. I2, 3:17 | ,\ - Ne 

Now if Moſes had believed eertainly.this promiſe, and that un- 
doubtely he and the people ſhould come thicher, he would never 
have taken wife and children with him to trouble them and him- 
ſelfe in ſo long a journey, and in ſo earneſt a buſineſſe, but would 
have left them ſtill with Fethro, till he and 1/-ae/ ſhould march up 
to'them. But this he feared, that this his journey would beto no 
effe, that 7T/ſrae/ would accept of none, 8& therefore ſhould ob- 
taineno delivery, that this meſſage would produce nothing, un- 
ſeſſe danger'to' himſelte , and that while he ſpake of delivering 0- 


thers, he might incur bondage himſelf, ſo that if heleft wife and * 


children behind him, it was odds he-ſhould never ſee them againe. 
And therefore to make ſure work he will take them with him, and 
for this his diſtruſt-the Lord-meetshim, - and:ſeeks to kill him. 

Nor was this diftruſtand. diffidence little or ſma}lin him, but if 
the circumſtances beiconſidered, it will appeare to be very great, 
and his want of faith exceeding much. 

Zipporah his wife was now lying in childbed, a weake. woman 
bur lately delivered;, and therefore far unfit for ſo long a journey, 
and the new-borne childe as. unfit, if not unficter .then ſhee : and

This namein its Touhd and letters pas Known unto the Fathers, 
yea evenin its ſignification. * Abraham calls mount Moriah, 7e- 
hovah fireh, Gen. 22.' 14. | 

Iſaac called upon the name of 7ehovah, Chap.26.25. And 7a- 
cob ſaith , Fehovah thy God hath broughtic ro me, Chap.27.20. 

Th ad app ſignifieth rhree things, | 

Firſt, Gods eternall being in himſelfe, withont dependence or 
mixture upon, or with any other thing. For his being undepen- 
dent, it is rendred, the firſt, and the laſt, and which is, and 
which was, and which ts to come. 

For his being without mixture, or compoſition, it is ſaid here, 
YT. x9 11 AP: Not, By my name Jehovah was 7 known, 
Nor, My name Jehovah was knowne : But, My name Jehovab, 
I was knowne, to ſhew that God and his name are not two things, 
united by compoſition, but one and the ſame thing. 

Secondly, Fehovah betokenerh Gods giving of being to the 
Creature, | To this purpoſe, it is0bſerveable; that God is never 
called fehowab, till all the Creation be perfeRed; and every thing 
bave received its being, Gen. 2.

AZ the Plague of Lice , the Sorcerers areput to a »b»-plus, and 
' A in the lealt creature can.doe nothing , for [ beſides that it was 
the will of God, to bring their devicesto noughr, and toſhew him- 
ſelfe maximum in minimzs | if they ſhould have imitated this 
miracle , they muſt have done two things : firſt , they muſt have 
produced duſt, and then of the duſt , lice, for thetext ſaith , That 
all the duſt of the Land become lice, - throughout all the Land of 
Egypt, ver. 17. Neither-of whict-they can-doe;, and therefore 
fay, This « the finger of God. For the underſtanding of theſe their 
words, obſerve theſe things.

both blood and freggs as wellas they, but not asreally, norfrom 
God, and therefore no Plague to them. 

Thirdly, The Zgyptians acknowledged a ſupreame great Deity 
whom they thought they adored in their petty deities, whom they 
worſhiped.

I. From Exod. 23.16. The feaſt of in-gathering in the end- 
of the yeare. 

2. From Ioel2.23. The latter raine in the firſt moneth. 

3. Had Adam beenecreated in March he had had no fruits ripe 
for his food, but in Autumne they were ready for him. 

4. Should the moneths before the paſſeover be reckoned to begin 
from March, itwill follow that the general deluge increaſed in the 
heate of Snmmer, , and- abated and dried up in the deepe and moiſt 
of Winter. . t 

5, Had the yeare begun from 2farch from the beginning, it had 
been unneceſſary to have commanded them to begin it thence, who 
never knew where to begin it elſe. 

Fromthe creation then the yeares began from September, but 
here upon a worke yronee in figure, as- which repreſented 
the redemtion by Chrilt, the beginning is tranſlated to March. 
And thisis the firſt commandement given to Iſrael by Moſes. 

As that old account began from an Equinox, fo muſt this, but 
not alike ; That began exa&ly from rhe Equinox day, this from 
the firſt new Moone after, and not from that 'day, unleffe that 
day was the new moone. . The fourth day of the worlds creation 
was both Equinox and new moone: and thoughthe yeares after 
began from that day of the Sunne, yet were they counted by the

had twelve ſpecial officers for the twelve months of the year,it mea- 
neth the ordinary year, and nor the Zwbolimquan or leap-yeare,:

not a new officer choſen for that monerh, who ſhould have no 
imployment whenthat moneth was over,rill three years after.

Exod. 12. 46. with John 19. 36. and to thisitisthar the | 
wordhoc, inthe words of our Saviour, Hoc eſt corpus menm, had 
reterence and reſpeR. They had but newly eaten the Paſſeover 
Lambe, and that had beene the body of Chriſt Sacramentally to: 
the 7ewes hitherto : but now Jeſus tooke bread, and bleſſed,” and 
brakeit, and rold them that this heace forward mult be his body 
under the Goſpel in that ſame manner chac the Paſchal Lambe 
had beene his body under the Law.

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Captivity. was kept in the ſecond -moneth;, 2 Chro».30 2.becauſe 
Hezekiah comming to his Crowne but juſt in the beginning of the 
yeare, or very little before could not-pracure the Temple, and 
the Prieſts to be ſanified and purged ſufficiently,and the People to 
be aſſembled againſt the right Paſſeover day, See 2 Chron. 29, 3. 
- This tranſlation of the Feaſta moneth out of its place, did the 
more enforce irs ſignificancy of things furure then of things 
paſt , as rather recording the death of Chriſt to come, then 
their delivery from Agypr : for the force of the commemo- 
racion of that was infeebled much, when it hit not upon the very 
.ntght. Againe, this moveablenefle of this Feaſt, which fo neare- 
ly repreſented the death of our Saviour, receivedits equity when 
our Saviourdyed, not upon the very Paſſeover day, but defer- 
red the Sacrificing of hirnſelfe to a day after.

Nowit is moſt apparent that our Saviour had eaten the Paſſeover 
over night ;; which as ſoone as he had done he was apprehended, 


and araignedall night,and the next morning early he is brought to 


Pilate, 1nto whoſe houſe the Jewes durſt not come for feare of 
defiling, but 'that they might eate the Paſſesver : ſothartir ap- 
peares that either Chriſt or the Jewes hit not upon the right Paſſe- 


over day injoyned by the law, either hea day too ſoone, or they 
a day too late. 


Anſw. Neitherthe one nor the other. For the text expreſlely 
faich, that Jeſus eat his Paſſeover, and rhe Jewes theirs upon the 
ſamenight, which was on the fourteenth day. ateven. | 

Mat. 26.17. Now the firſt day of the Feaſt of unleavened bread 
PreDiſciples came to Feſus, ſaying unto him, Where wilt thou that 
we prepare for thee to eat the paſſeover ? 

Marke. 14. 12. The firſt day of unleqvened bread when they 
killed the Paſſeover, So Luke 22. 7. Sorharrhe Paſſeover which 
the Tewes reſerved themſelves to the eating of, when thy durit not 
enter into Pilates Fadgement Hall for feare of defiling, is not to be 
underſtood of the Paſchall Lamb, which they had eaten the eve- 
ning paſt, but of the Paſſcover bullocke whereof mention is- made, 
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Dent. 16, 2. 2 Chron, 35. 7, 6,9 - |

Now theſe bullocks were indeede flaine at Paſſeover time, ' but 
not for the Paſſeover beaſt properly taken, for that muſt be of a 
Lamb-or kid unalterably : but theſe bulfocks were flaine as atten- 
dants upon the Paſchall, from the nature of which Sacrifice they 
differed in theſe particulars, | 

Firſt, the Paſchail Lamb was allwaies, and all of him roſted: 
theſe were ſodden, 2 Chron. 35.13. 

Socondly, the Paſchall Lamb was roſted whole, and eaten with- 
out breaking the bones, theſe were broken peecemeale, and ſo 
parted among the people. 

The Paſchall Lamb was a neceſſary ſervice to which they were 
bound by command : theſe were arbitrary according to their ſtay 
in Jersſalem in the Paſſeover weeke , for if they would they might 
returne home the next morning-after the Paſſeover Lambe was 
eaten, Dent. 16, 7. and then they needed no bullocke to be killed 
for their dyet the reſt ofthe Feaſt , but ifthey ſtayed any more 
dayes of the feaſt at Jeruſalem then the ſirft, then was not their 
dyet arbitrary to eat any thing what they would, bur they muſt 
eate of theſe bullockes becauſe their dyert-muſt he holy at that crime. 
Hencereſulteth another difference betwixt the Paſchall Lamb, and 
theſe, which is this , that theſe were nor of the firit inſtitution of 
the Paſſeover, nor had they any bullockes {laine at the Poſſeover 
in Xgypt, but Lambes onely.

rſt, 1t is very commonly held that the Supper in John 13. was 

the Paſſeover Supper, and that Judas ſtayed not the Sacramer 
of the Lords Supper, for that our Saviour having dipped a ſop into 
the bitter or ſowre ſawce, which they uſed to the Paſchall Lambe, 
and given itto him, Satan with it entring-into him, he packed 
him away with, What thou doeſt doe quickly: An opinion miſta- 
ken in the ground worke that it builds uppon, and conſequently in 
the ſtructure built upon it. For that that was no Paſſeover at all 
the Evangeliſt maketh it moſt plaine in ver. 1. when hedſaith, it. 
was before the Feaſt of the Paſſeover, and Mathewin Chap. 26.2.

But as the ſtory lyeth here , there was no Tabernacle nor Altar 
for Sacrifice yet built , Neither as yet did Moſes know the Statutes 
and Laws of God himſelf, foras yet they are not come to $iza:. 

' Thirdly, Moſes himſelf telleth, that the chuſing of Judges and 
Elders, which was done upon fethroes Counſel, was not till their 
departing from Sinai, The Lord your God ſpake unto us in Horeb, 
ſaying, You have dwelt long enough in this mountain, &c. And I 


ſpakg unto you at that time, ſaying, 1 am not able to bear you my ſelf 
alone, &c. Deut. 1, from ver/. 7.to-19. 


So that this ſtory ſhould lie at the tenth of Numbers , and come 
in betwixt the tenthand eleventh verſes of that Chapter, and the 
ſtory to be conceived thus. When Moſes had received all the Laws 
which God would give him at $inai,from Exo4. 20. to the Law of 
the ſilver Trumpets, which was the laſt, N#mb. 10. then came Fe- 
thro,and brought Moſes Wife and Children, and ſeeing him toylin 
in Judgement, he adviſeth him to chuſe Judges to eaſe him, which 
being done, ere long the Cloud removed, and they muſt flit from 
Sinai, ver. 11. Whenthey are ranked to march, Aoſes defireth 
Hobab or fethro his Father in Law to go along with him, which he 
denyeth , but returneth to his own Country, N#mb. 10. 29, 30, 
31, 32. compared with the laſt verſe of this Chapter. Thus lyeth 
the order of the ſtory. * Now the reaſon why it is miſplaced is this. 
In the lalt verſe of the preceedingChapcer,there is a perpetual curſe 
decreed againſt Amalek,, The Lord hath ſworn, that the Lordwill 
have warre with Amalek from generation to generation. Now 
the Midianites and Amalekites lived ſo promiſcuoully together, 
that they were as one people, and the Kenizes,or the family of 7e- 
thro, dwelt in the midſt of them, 1 Sam. 15. 6. Therefore thac it 
might be obſerved that 7erhro fell not under that curſe of Amalek, 

Moſes bringeth him in coming to the Camp of 1/rael, and to God 
as ſoon as everthe Curſeis uttered, that every eye might preſently 
obſerve that 7ethro was exempred from it. 

Objeft. But Moſes and Iſrael by this account lay almoſt a twelve 
monethat £7243, before his Wife and Children came at him,and can 
this be thought , that they ſhould be ſo unnatural one to another ? 

Anſw. This was Moſes his doing,not of unnaturalneſs,bur piety, 
to reſtrain their coming , till his great task of receiving and giving 
the Law, and building the Tabernacle was over, Letters and Viſits 
paſſed betwixt them there is no doubt , and they kept at diſtance 


us by conſent for aſeaſon. 
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That. Letters paſſed may be collected from ver/e 6, 7. And! Je- 
thro, Moſes Father in Law, ſaid unto Moſes, ] {ethro'thy Father 
in Law come to thee. And Moſes went ont to meet his Father in 
Law. Pfethro ſaid not thus to Aſoſes his face, 7 am come tothee : 
For then why or how upon this tidings.,- could Moſes go forth to 
meet him , when they ſpake face to face already ? Nor could this 
ſpeech bedelivered by a Meſſenger, for it had been an improper and 
ſenſeleſs ſpeech of a Meſſenger to ſay,l Fethro come to thee: but this 
7ethro himſelf telleth Moſes by Letter, before he cometh at him, . 
whereupon Moſes goeth forth to meet him. 
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1ſraels march from Rephidim to Sinai. Saint Paut 
explaineh, 1 Cor. 10. 4. 


DPueſt. . H Ow can it be ſaid that they departed from Rephidim, 
and came to $inat, whereas Rephidim and Sina 

were all one ? For every one knoweth;that the Mountain whereon 
the Law was given is called Horeb- and Sins ,” indifferently : as 
Exod. 19. 18. compared with Malach. 4. 4. - Now when they 
were at Rephidim , chap. 17.1. they. were at, Horeb , verſe 2.

1. Þ Believe that Salvation is by Faith, not by Works. 

When the Talmudick Jews make ſuch a Confeſli8n as is 
mentioned inſtantly before , wherein they reduce all the tenor and 
marrow of the Law under this one Doctrine of living by Faith, 
Hab. 2. 4. The Juſt by his Faith ſhall live , itis no wonder if the 
more ancient and more holy fFews under the Law looked for Salva- 
tion ,-not by their own merits and works, but only by Faith : This 
fundamental Point of Religion they might readily learn by theſe 
two things. | 

1. From the impoſlibility of their keeping the Law, which their 
Conſciences could not but convince them of, by their diſability to 
hear it, and by their daily carriage. 

2, In that they ſaw the holielt of their men, and the holieſt of. 
their ſervices ,- to receive Sanctity, not from themſelves," but from 
another. So they faw that tht Prieſt [.-who was or ſhould beat 
leaſt, the holieſt man amongſt them) was ſanRified by his garments, 
and that the Sacrifices were fan&ified by the Altar. . From theſe 
Premiſes they could not but conclude, that no man, nor his beſt ſer- 
vice, could be accepted as holy in it ſelf , but muſt be fan&ifed by 
another. | 

2. I belicve that there is no Salvation withont Reconciliation 
with God, and no Reconciliation without Satisfattion, 

The firſt part of this Articleis ſo plain, that Nature might teach 
it,and ſo might it the latter alſo, and laying hereto: Moſes his lex 
t#lionjs, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, it made it doubtleſs. 

3. I believethat Satisfattion ſynll once be made. 

This they might ſee by their daily Sacrifice,aimingat a timewhen 
there ſhould full ſatisfaction be made, which theſe poor things 
could not do.

| Thedifabilities of Beaſts to make ſatisfaRion , they ſaw by their 
dying in Sacrifice one after another , and yet mans Conſcience 
cleanſed never the better. The unability of man we ſaw before: 
The next then that is likely to do this work are Angels. But 
them 7/rae! ſaw in the Tabernacle Curtaines SpeRtators onely, 
and not Actors in the time and work of Reconciliation. From 
hence they might gather , that it muſt be God dwelling with man 
in one Perſon, as the Cloud, the Glory of God never parted from

7. I believe that mans Redeemer ſhall die to make ſatisfattion. 

This they ſaw fzomrtheir continued bloudy Sacrifices, and from 
the Covenants made, and all things purged by bloud. This the 
heedleſs man-ſlayer might take heed of, and ſee that as by the death 
of the High-Prieſt he was reſtored to liberty,- ſo ſhould mankind be 
by the death of the higheſt Prieſt to the glorious liberty of the Sons 
of God.

8. Tbelieve that he ſhall not die for his own ſins, but for mans.

Laying their right hand upon the head of every Beaſt that they 
brought to be offered uptaught them , that their ſins were to be 
imputed to another, and the laying hold on the hornes of the Al- 
rar, being ſanQuary or refuge from vengeance, taught them, that 
anothers merits were to be imputed to them , yet that all offenders 
were not ſaved by the Altar, Exod. 21. 12. 1 Kings 2. 29. the 
fault not being in the Altar but in the offender, it isea(te toſee what 
that ſignified unto them. | 

Thus farre each holy 7raelite was a Chriſtian in this point of 

Do&rine ,. by earneſt ſtudy finding theſe points under the vail of 
Moſes, The ignorant were taught this by the learned every Sab- 
bath day, having the Scriptures read'and expounded unto them. 
From theſe ground-works of /oſes, and the Prophets Commenta- 
ries thereupon concerning the- eſſias, came the Schools of the 
7ews tobe ſo well verſed in that point , that their Scholars do men- 
tion his very name fe( : the time of his birth in T/rs : the 
ſpace of his preaching three years and a half: the year of his 
death, the year of «bile, and divers ſuch particulars to be found 
in their Authors, though. they knew him not when he- came ar 
mong(t them. 


SECT AAVILL 
T he Covenant made with Iſrael : They not ſworne by it to 


the ten Commandements, Exod. 24. 


V Hen T1/ae! cannot indure to hear the ten Commande- 

ments given , it was ready to conclude, that they could 
much lefle keepe them. Therefore God giveth Moſes privately fifty 
ſeven precepts beſides, namely Ceremonial and Judicial : to all 
w hich the peopleare the next morning after the giving of the ten 
Commandements ſworn and entered into Covenant, and theſe made 
them a Ceremonial and ſingular people. About which theſe things 
are obſervable. | 

7. That they entred into Covenant to a written Law, «Chap. 
2.4.4. And Moſes wrote all the words of the Lord, &c. Againit

out of the Book of EX Op 15: 

2. That here was a Book written forty dayes before the wri- 
ting of thetwo Tables : Againſt them that hold, thart the firſt let- 
ters that were ſeen in the world,were the writing of Godin thoſe 
Tables. And we have ſeen before alſo two pieces of writing be- 


fore this of Moſes, viz. the 88. and Bg. P/almes : And of equal 
antiquity with themy, or not much leſſe was the penning of the 


book of 7ob, moſt probably written by E/ihz one of the Speakers - 


in it,as may be conjecured from Chap. 32. 15,16, 17. and ſome 
other probability. 

' 3. That this firſt Covenant was made with water, and bloud, 
and figurative language : For thetwelve pillars that repreſented 
the peopleare called the people, Exod. 24.4,8. As the words inthe 
ſecond Covenant,this my body are to be underſtoodin ſuch another 
ſenſe. | 

4. That the ten Commandements were not written in the book 
of that Covenant, but only thoſe fifty ſeven precepts mentioned 
before. | 

For 1. TheLord giveth the other precepts, becauſe the people 
could not receive the ten : for could they have received and ob- 
ſerved thoſe as they ought , they muſt never have had any parcel 
of a Law more: Asif Adam had kept the Moral Law, he had ne- 
ver needed to have heard'of thePromiſe; and ſo if we could bur 
receivethe ſame Law as we ſhould, we had never needed the Gof- 
pel. Nowit is moſt unlike, that ſince Godgave them thoſe other 
Commands, becauſe they could not receive the ten, that he would 
mingle the-ten and them together in the Covenant. 

2. Itis not imaginable, that God would ever cauſea people to 
ſwear to the performance of a Law-whicl they could not indure ſo 
much as to hear; 

3. The ten Commandements needed not to be read by 1o/es to 
the people , ſeeing they had all heard chem from the mouth of the 
Lord but the day before. $7 

4. Had they been written and laid up in this Book, what neceſli- 
ry had there been of their writing and laying up in the Tables: of 

one ? 

5- Had Moſes read the ten Commandements in the beginning of 
his Book, why ſhould he repeat ſome of them again art the larcer 
end, a5 Exod. 23. 12. 

Let ſuch ruminate upon this, which hold ard maintain, that the 


Sabbath, as it ſtandeth in the fourth-Commandement, is only tþ aw

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Jewiſh Sabbath,and conſequently Ceremonial. And let thoſe good 
' men that have {toodfor the day of the Lord againſt the other, con- 

ſider whether they-have not loſt ground,in granting that the fourth

Firſt, The Jews were not ſworn to the Decalogue at all, and ſo 
not the Sabbath as it ſtandeth there, but only to the fifty ſeven 
Precepts written in ofes his Book , andto ; 0 Sabbath as it was 
there, Exod, 23.

Secondly, The end of the Ceremonial Sabbath of the Zews wasin 
remembrance of their delivery out of e£gypr,Demt.5.15. but the 
moral Sabbath of the two Tables is in commemoration of Gods 
reſting from the works of the Creation.

SRAEL cannot beſo long without doſes, as Moſes can be 

without meat. The fire {iill burnerh on the top of Mount $:- 

»ai, out of which they had ſo ſately received the Law , and yet ſo 

ſuddainly do they break the greateſt Commandement of that Law 

- to extremity : of «Egyptian Jewels, they make an e/Zgyptian 

Idol, becauſe thinking 2Zo/es had been loſt, they intended to return 
tor e Egypt. 

Greivous was the ſin, for which they muſt look for grieyous pu- 
niſhment, which lighted upon them in divers kinds. 

Firſt, The Cloud of Glory, their divine Conductor, departeth 
from the Camp, which was now become prophane and un- 
clean. 

Secondly, The Tables 2oſes breaketh before their face, as ſheyr- 
ins them moſt unworthy of the Covenant. 

Thirdly, The building of the Tabernacle, the evidence,that God 
would dwell among them, is adjourned and pur off, for now they 
had made themſelves unworthy. 

Fourthly, For this ſin God gave them up to worſhip all the Hoſt 
of Heaven, AF. 7. 42. 

Fifchly,, Moſes bruiſeth the Calfe to Powder, and ſtreyeth it up- 
on the waters, and maketh the People drink.

out of the Book of Ex Ovdus. 
Theſe that were guilty of this Idolatry the water thus drunk, made 
their belly to ſwell, and to give a viſible ſigne and token of their 
uilt : then ſetteth Moſes the Levites to Mlay every one whoſe 
bellies they found thus ſwelled, which thing they did with that 
zeale and ſincerity that they ſpared neither Father, nor Brother of 
their owne, ifthey found him guilty. In this ſlaughter there fell 
about three thouſand, theſe were ring-leaders and chiefe agents 
in this abomination, atd therefore made thus exemplary in their 
puniſhment : upon the reſt of the Peoplethe Lord ſenta Plague, 
verſe.

Thereafon of this is to be found ont by obſerving Moſes his Faſt 
in the mount, andthe contluſion ofthe laſt of them.

S5zai to be 
the patternof his, as his was to be the patterne of a more glorious , 
According to the exa& forme of this thar he ſaw, was he to make 
his : This taught AZoſes and 1/rae! , that the making and ſervice 
of their Tabernacle, did onely ſerve tothe Patterne and ſhadow 
of heavenly things, Heb. 8. 5. Chriſt is the true tabernacle, by, 
andin whom God dwelieth among men, 7oh. 2.21. Heb. g. 17. 
Now as their was a Tabernacle pitched before God in $1a:, before 
their was one made in 7/-ae/, ſo was Chriſts incarnation in the de- 
cree of God, long before he was exhibited in the fleſh : upon the 
making of Mofes his Tabernacle, this in the mount vaniſhed, as 
that of Moſes was to do upon the comming of the true one, Chriſt. 
The Tabernacle was 1/raels moveable Temple, and ſo at every 
fitting might teach them to look for one that ſhould not be noved ;, 
It conſiſted of three parts, the holteſt, the holy, and the Court, 
as our Churches doe, of the Chancel, Church, and Churchyard.

-Eirſt, That thoſe which are tranſlated boards, were indeed planks 
of a good thickneſle,even of nine inches thicke apeece, for it is ſaid 
in the faſtning ofthe fides of the Tabernacle, that a barre of Shit- 
tim wood, ran through the thickneſle of the boards, as they ftood 
edging one to another. Now this barre was no ſmall one, for 'it

Secondly, The cubit by which the Tabernacle is meaſured, was 
bur halfe'a yard, 'or-the common cubit, and not the ſanuary or 
holy cubit, which was a full yard. ' For, firſt, it is ſaid that every 
plank wasa cubit-and a halfebroad , ifthis were a yard and a halfe, 
doe but imagine-wltere planks of fuch a breadth ſhould be had : Se- 
condly, every plank was tett cubits long }/ if this were ten yards, 
imagin how they ſhould be carryed : Thirdly, every two filver Ba- 
ſes were as lotig as plank: was broad , now two talents would fall 
ſhort of reaching toa yard anda halfe. Laſtly, the Alcar'of burnt 
offering was three cubits high ; if this werethree yards, who could 
reach»to ſerve atit ?

SE CT. XXXIIL. 


RR, peoples contribution to the filver foundation : and its 
form and poſture. 


Eaſure. out in your imagination, an unequal ſquare, ora 
.VA plat of ground, thirty cubits, or fifteene yards long, and of 
ten cubits or five yards broad, ſuch was the compaſſe of the Ta- 
bernacle betwixt Wall and Wall. The foundation was of maſſy 
peeces of ſilver, ſhewing the ſolidity and purity of the rruth, where- 
upon the Church is founded ,, Of theſe maſly peeces there werean 
hundred in all, and in every peece a talent of filver. Every man in 
Iſrael from twenty yeares old and upward, was to give halfe a 
Shekel, towards theſe foundation peeces, whereas for other things 
they were not bound to a ſet ſumme, bur to give what their hearts 
moved them : This might teach them, that co the foundamentals 
of their Religion, they were all bound, but to other things, each 
one according tothe gift given him. Their manner of giving halfe 
a Shekell, you find Exod, 36, 26, 27, 28. thus. There were 
numbred of Iſrael, from twenty yeares old and upward, fix hun- 
dred thouſand, and three thouſand five bundredand fifty men. Rec- 
kon thus; The Talent of the SanQuary, contained 120 pound, 
the pound 25 ſhekels, or 50 halfe ſhekels, ſo thatevery Talent 
contained 3 000. ſhekels, or 6000. halves : ſo that fix hundred 
thouſand halfe ſhekels, given by ſix thouſand men, doe amount to 
a hundred talents: Now there were three thouſand five hundred 
and fifty men beſides, which gave ſo many halte ſhekels, or one 
chouſandſeven hundred ſeventy five whole ones, with which were 
made the hookes of pillars, &c. Exod. 38. 28. Theſe hundred Ta- 
lents of filver were thus Wrought Each one was caſt into a ſolid 
peece of thirteen inches and a halfe long, nine inches ſquare, in 
rhe ſide that lay upward was a morteiſe hole, neereunto the end, 
now twoand two were laidcloſe together, end to end, andthe 
morteiſes were not in the ends that joyned, but inthe outmoſt ends. 
Now every plank, whereof the ſides are made, was in hight five 
yards, but in breadth three quarters, juſt as broad as two of theſe. 
peeces of filver were long, at the foot of the plank, at either cor- 
ner wasa tenon made, the plank being cut downe, or abating fo 
much berween thetenons, as the tenons themſelves were in length, 
fo that when the tenons were ſhrunke in the morteiſes, the mid- 
dle of the plank fetled upon wbe peeces of Bales SECT, 
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T he walls and junttare of the Tabernacle. 


"PI ſilver Baſes then were thus laid : forty at the South ſides, 
forty at the North fide : and fixteene at the Weſt end, laid as 
cloſe together as was poſſible, ſo that though there were ſo many 
peeces, yet was it but one intire foundation , Here are fourſcore 
and fifteene of the hundred talents diſpoſed of, in the two ſides and 
the Welt end, what became of the foure talents remaining, and of 
the Eaſt, we ſhall fee hereafter | 

Theſe Baſes thus laid, the planks were ſet in them, one plank ta- 
king up two Baſes, twenty plankes making the ſouth ſide, and 
twenty the North, and eight the Weſt end : theſe were five yards 
long apeece, and ſo when they were ſet up, they made the Taber- 
nacle ive yards and a little more, high upon the walls, Now for 
the making of theſe plankes ſure, and to ſtand ſtedfaſt, rhe two cor- 
ner planks were great helps, of which firſt, you remember the 
length of the fides, namely fifteene yards or twenty plankes, of 
three quarters breadth apeece. The Weſt end had ſix plankesintire 
beſides a plank at either corner, joyningend and ſides together. 
Theſe corner planks were of the ſame breadth that all the other 
were and thus ſet : The middle of the breadth of the one plank 
was laid cloſe to the end of the Sourh ſide, or to that plank that was 
furtheſt Weſt, ſo that a quarter ofa yard of the breadth of the cor- 
ner plank, was inward, to make up the Tabernacle bredth, a quarter 
was taken up with the thickneſſe of the ſide plank to which it joy- 
ned, and a quarter lay outward. | 

Thug at the South-weſt,” juſt ſo was it at the North-weſt corner. 
Then count ; the two corner planks that ſtood between them of 
three quarters apeece, behold five yards, juſt the breadth of the 
houſe between wall and wall. Theſe corners knit end andſide to- 
gether, making Jewes and Gentiles one ſpiritual Temple. 

Beſides thele corners ſtrengthening the Fabrick, there were joyn- 
ted at the foot, ſo that the Text calls them TIIARN, or twins. 
Secondly, each plank was linked tothe next, at the cop, with a 
golden link. Thirdly, on the ſide, ſtaples of Gold were faſtned in 


every plank, fo chat foure barres of Shittim wood, overlaid with _., 
F 2 Gold, 


. Hu Paxdful of Gleanings , 
Gold, werecarryed in the ſtaples, from one end of the Tabernacle 
toanother. Beſides theſe, therE was'alſo another barre. of the : 
ſame wood, that ran from end to end, through the body or thick- 
nzſſe of the planks, a hole being bored through each plank for the 
purpoſe. By theſe barres Chriſt is fitly reſembled, who is convey- 
ed throughout the whole Scripture, in the rings of diverſe paſſages 
and ſtories; In the fourch Chapter'of the Zpheſians,there are ſeven 
bonds that bind rhe Church totunity ;; Firſt, one body , ſecondly, 
one ſpirit ; thirdly, one hope of our calling, fourthly, one Lord 
fifthly, one Faith, ſixthly, one Bapriſme ; ſeventhly, one God 
and Father of all. | | 

Now view in imavination the body of the Tabernacle, as it ſtands 
onely planked | without any more addition' to it | with planks of 
Shictim wood, The length fifreene yards from end toend, the bredth 
five yards from fide to ſide. The fidesand Welt end planked up five 
yards high and ſomewhat more , the foundation of thoſe planks, 
maſly peeces of filver : the Top of the houſe, and the Eaſt end 
lefr open, till they be covered hereafter : Firſt then ofthe covering. 
ofthe top and ſides, and Welt end. Ap." OT OT"

þ Gus Tabernacle was bounded with Curtaines \ as-lighteſt for 
carriage ] which curtaines covered top and ſides. Theſe cur- 
taines were Tapeſtry work . 'The ground was of fine yarnedyed 
blew,- Purpleand Scarler, woven together , the imbroidery was 

of Pictures of Cherubims. 2 
Theſe Curtaines were in number ten, each one being twenty 
eight cubits, ' or fourteene yards long, & four cubits or two yards 
broad: They were ſewed together five Curtaines in one peece, 
and five in another :* fothat tuey madetwo large peeces of Tapeltry 
of fourteene yards long, and ten yards broad. Theſe two peeces 
are called cuplings. Exod.26.5, And theſe two were thus joyned 
together. In the edge of either, were made fifty loopes of blew 
tape, one anſwerable or correſpondent to another ;, or one over

one peece, but five and five ſewed together, tomake two peeces, 
then thoſe two thus. looped together with a button or claſpe of 

old ? 

, Anſw. Firſt, the Tabernacle conſiſted of two Parts, the holy 
place, andthe moſt holy : which two were divided one from a- 
- Nother bya vaile, of: whicli hereafter : Now according to this 
diviſion of the houſe,” was alſo the diviſion of the curtaines. For 
Exod. 26. 32. itisplaine that the vaile that parted the holy from 
the moſt holy, was hung juſt under theſe golden claſps that knit the 


five and fivecurtainestogether : So that five cuttaines lay over the 
holy Place, and the other five over the moſt holy, but with this 


difference : The holy place was ten yards long, and the five Cur- 
tains ſewed together were jult ſo broad, and fo they covered only 
the top andſides, but hung not'downe at the end, which was Eaſt- 
ward , burthe moſt holy was but five yards long, and the five 
Curtaines over, that did not onely cover thetop, butalſo hung 
downe atthe Weſtend, to the filver baſes. 

Secondly, the looping together of the curtaines, five and five on 
a-peece, with a goldentye, doth ſweetly reſemble the uniting of 
the two natures in Chriſt, divinity and humanity, into one per- 


fon, . which'two natures were not confounded, as Curtains ſewed . 


together, but were ſweetly knit together by golden and ineffable 
union: 


Thirdly, this might alſo fully ſignifie the two Churches of Jewes 


and Gentiles, knit together by Chriſt, that ſo they make but one 
ſpirituall Tabernacle. 


Now come and meaſure the Curtaines-againe, imagining them - 


thrownelengch way over the Tabernacle : they were fourteene 
yards long, and twenty yards broad, when they were all ſewed 
and looped together : This breadrh covered the length of the buil- 
ding, which was fifteene yards, and it hung down behind the Weſt 


end, even to the foundation. The Eait end was {till left open. - 


Of the length ofthem, five yards were taken up in covering the flat 
top of the houſe, which was five yards broad between wall and wal, 
A quarter of yard was taken up of either ſide, withcovering the 


thickneſſe of the planks: ſo that on either fide they hung —riey | 
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four yards and one quarter, which was three quarters of a yarg 
ſhort of the {ilver foundation, orhittle leſle.

Of the Goat-hair Curtains. 


O help this defe&t, as alſoto ſhelter the rich Curtains from 

weather,were made Curtains of Goats-hair , eleven in num- 
ber , in breadth each one two yards, as was the breadth of other, 
bur being oneCurtain more than the other , they were two yards 
broader than the other, when they were all coupled together: Each 
Curtain was thirty cubits,or fifteen yards long, and conſequently a 
yard longer than thoſe ſpoken of before. Thele were ſewed , fix 
together on one piece, and five on another. Theſe cwo main pie- 
ces were linked together with fifty claſpes of braſs , as the other 
were with fifty of gold. But when theſe Curtains were laid upon 
the other over the Tabernacle,they were not ſo laid as theſe brazen 
loops,did light juſt upon the golden ones, over the vail, but three 
quarters of a yard more Weliward , ſo that the five Curtains that 
went Welt did reach to the ground , and half a Curtain to ſpare, 
Exod. 26. 12, The other ff that lay Eaſt reachc to the end ,- co- 
vered the pillars whereon that vail bung,and chey hung half a Cur- 
tain breadth, or a yard over the entrance. Their length of fifreen 
yards reachr half a yard lower on either fide than the other Cur. 
rainsdid, and yet they came not ts the ground by a quarter of a 
yard, ſo that theſilver foundations were alwayes plain to be ſeen, 
every where but at the Welt end, 

Thus had the Tabernacle two coverings of Curtains, yet both 
theſe on the flat roof would not hold out rains and weather, 
wherefore there was made for the top a corny of Rams skins 
dyed red, ſignifying well the bloud of Chrift the ſhelter of che 
Church. | 

Above that was alſo another covering of Tahaſs skins, a beaſt 
not perfetly known what he was, but well Engliſhed , a Badger, 
and gueſſed well becauſe of his dyring hide. Thus if you view 
this building ereRed, and thus covered, you ſee the filver founda- 
tion alwayes open to view. Half a yard above that hid only un- 


ec! one Curtain : all the fide above that under two , and the top

purity, bochin inward thoughts and outward ations. It had no 
feet, but the bottom ſtood upon the ground , a figure of Chriſts 


abaſing himſelf upon the earth. Onthe outſide of the uppermott. - 


brink was made a golden Crown round abour,, "repreſenting [ fay 
- the Fews] the Crown of the Law, but moſt fitly, Chriſt Crowned 
with Glory. At each corner was ſtruck in, a ſtaple or ring of 
Gold, wherein was put two ſaves of Shirttim wood gilded over, to 
bear the Ark withall, which ſtaves were never to be taken out, bur 
there to ſtay continually, teaching the Prieſts, as ſome ſay, to be 
ready preſt for their ſervice : but rather ſhadowing out: Chriſts 
Deity, ſupporting his humanity, never to be parted from it.

a golden diſh wrought Almond wiſe, anda lictle above that a gol- 
den knot, and above that a. golden flower. Then iſſued out two.

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"Fils Fabrick of the Tabernacle was incloſed with anotherPale of 


cuftains hanging round about ir. On the South fide of the 
houſe, twenty cubirs diſtant from the houſe, were ſet a row of 
Stihttim Pillars, twenty in number : Each Pillar was ſet ina baſe 
of braſs diſtant from each other five cubits, counting from the mid- 
dle of one pillar to another. So that the twenty made alengrh of 
an hundred cubits ; 'in each Pillar was ſtruck a hook of filver, and 
each Pillar had a border of filver wrought about ir. Thus were they 
on the ſouth ſide, juſt ſo were they on the North. At the Weſt 
end, 35. cubics from the houſe were ſet ten Pillars in the ſame 
manner anddiſtance, making the breadth of the Court fifty cubits

This coat alſo did firly reſemble Chriſts humane nature. Firſt , as 
this was of one ſtuff without mixture, ſo that without corruption.

More particularly it bero- E 
kens garments or other things uſed in divine ſervice : So Samuel 
miniſtred before E/; in a linnen Ephod,.or alinnen coat girdzdto % 
kim. So Davidwhen he brought up the Ark- to feraſalem, be- 
ing deſirous to be asPrieſt-like-as he might, be was cloathed with 
ſuch a garment, a linnen Ephod : So-the abomination which Gi- 
deon made, Fudg. 8. 27. is called an Ephod. Becauſe he made it to 
reſemble chat Ephod which he had feen npon the High Prieſt at 
Shiloh. Moſt eſpecially the Ephod ſignifies the vpmgſt garment of- 
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the High Prieſt when he ſerved at the Altar or Tabernacle, The 
forme of this was ſomewhart-like the aprons which ſome workmen 
wear,tyed over their ſhoulders and covering their breaſt : Such was 
this, a rich peece of ſtuff, of the materials beforenamed, the breadth 
of the Prieſts breaſt; at either'fide it had a ſhoulder peece of the ſame 
piece, which went over the Prieſts ſhoulders & were faſtned behind 
one to another : Before his breaſt the peece came downe to his 
paps, andthere was the lower edge of it, upon which was woveo © 
a peece to gird it withal, of the fame.{tuffand peece, ſo thatir was 
irded over his paps or heart, whence oh» ſpeaketh, when he 
faith, he ſaw Chritt girded about the Paps with a golden girdle , 
Apoc. 1. 13. Upon theſhoulder peeces were two pretious ſtones 
ſet in ouches of gold, one on the oneſideand another on the 0- 
ther.

This impoſſibility others having eſpyed, have averted that the 
Urim conſiſted of the names of Abraham, Iſaac, and Tacob, and 
the Twelve Tribes, and that when a queſtion was asked, the letters 
that ſerved to give the anſwer, either roſe up above the others, or 
elſe met ſtrangely together, and made words to give ananſwer. 
Bur if the letter Teth were to be ſpelled ih the anſwer, where was 
it to be had ? | ; 

Leaving then theſe and other conjeRures,let us ſee what light the 
Scripture will give us concerning theſe things. 

Firſt, Urimand Thummim were not two things, but one and 
the ſame thing,*and for this reaſon, they arecalled ſometime by a 
ſingle name, Nam. 27. 21. 1 Sam. 28. 6. &c.

And for this it was that 
Abiathar made ſure ofthe Ephod, when he fled from bleeding. Neb. 
1 Sam. 23. 6. -Without the ſtones on his breait , the Prieſt enqui- 
red not : for the ſtones repreſeated 1/rael, and when the Priett, 
brought them before the Lord, he brought as it were 1/ael and 
their matters before him. To coe without theſe was to goe wirth- 
cut kis arrarnd. 1f $arts conſcience could have told him of no 0- 
ther cauſe why God would not anſwer him, as4t might many, yer 
he might ſee this to be one reaſon urdoubted, viz. Becauſe thaugh 
he had the Arke neare him, yet had he neicher High Prieſt nor 
Epbcd ,. and ſeeing his croſs in this that he could not be anſwered . 
bis conſcier.cemight tel him what he Cid when he ſlew thePrieits of 
the Lord, When the Prieſt knew what to enquire about, and bad. 
put on theſe habiliments, he went and ſtood before the Arke of 
theLord, andenquired about the matter, and the Lord anſwered ' 
him fron-off the Propitiatory from berween the Cherubitns, and ſo 


>», the Prieſt anſwered the People : Now there was ſome diffcrence in 


the Prices manner ofinquiring, according to the ſcituation of the 
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out of the Book of E'x 0 wits. 
Arke ,. when the Tabernacle was up, the Prieſt wentinto the ho+ 
ly Place, and tood clofe by the vaile which parted the holy from 
the molt holy, and there inquired, and God from between the 
Cherubims which were within the vaile, gave him an anſwer. 

But when the Tabernacle was, downe, or the, Arke diſtant from 
the Tabernacle, travelling up and downe, then did the Prieſt in 
lis Robes land before the Ark , as it ſtood covered with the cur- 
taines, andenquired, and the anſwer was given him, in behalfe of 
TIfrael whom God ſaw on his breaſt : For this reaſon the ſtones, 
for whoſe ſakes the perfeft light of reſolution was given, are called 
the 5:7 by light or Vim and Thammim, and the anſwer given 
from the prieſts mourh,is called che anſwer by Vrim and Thummim. 

David once enquired of the Prieſt, having the Ephod, but want 
ingthe Arke, and God anſwered him, and ſhewed him that God 
was not bound to meanes. On the contrary Saxl once enquired 
ofthe Arke, wanting the Ephod, and God anſwered bim nor, 
ſewing him how God honoured his Prieſts whom $a#/ bad diſho- 
noured, :even to the Sword. ' © © og» Faptaatoaed 

Thus bave we ſeene the Breaſt-plates forme, richneſle and glo- 
ry. Forme, foureſquare a ſpan every 'way : the richneſle, ir was 
ſer with twelve precious ſtones: the Glory that for the ſake of 
thele ſtones, that is, for their ſakes whoſe names theſe ſtones bare, 
God revealed ſecrets to his people. See this breaſt-platefaſtned ro 
the Ephod, and you ſee Aaron the High Prieſt arrayed in his glo- 
rtous garments. At each corner of the breaſt-plate, was a go{den 
ring faſtned. On the upper fide of the piece, juſt upon the edge, was 
Iayda little golden chaine, which raw like an edging lace upon the 
edg, and was brought through the two rings which were at either 
corger one, and the ends of the. chaines were made taſt ro bofles 
or loops of gold which were on the ſhoulder peeces of che Ephod 
by the Onyx Rones , Ar the lower edge of the breaſt-plate was an 
edging claine, carried juſt in the ſame manner that the other was 
through two gold rings, and the chaines tyed to the enbroidered 
girdle of the Ephod, as the other were to' the ſhoulder peeces.
